Bold Robbers Take a Train on the 
| Milwaukee Road. 
‘ They Make An Unsuccessful Attempt 
: to Rifle the Safes. 


DARING BAND BEATEN OFF BY OF- 
FICERS AND CITIZENS. 


The Marauders Were Poorly Rewarded 
for Their Work—But Little Money Be- 
lieved to Have Been Taken—Vigorous 
Pursuit Under Way—Hard Fight With 
Highwaymen at Independence, Mo.— 
An Epidemie of the Audacious Crime. 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 12.—The midnight train 
from Chicagoon the Milwaukee &St. Paul 
road was robbed near Western Union Junc- 
tion at l1o’clock this morning. The robbers 
are supposed to have boarded the train at 
the Junction. As soon asit was well away 
from the station inthe open prairie they 
stopped it and broke into the expresscar. It 
is probable that the total amount of the 
booty will amount to $100,000 and possibly 
more. The train which was held up was the 
one which generally carried all the money re- 
ceived by Milwaukee banks fromthe East in 
the morning. 

The train had been out ofthe junction, 
which is twenty-three miles south of this 
place, about half a mile, when the fireman, 
Edward Averill, who was putting some coal 
into the furnace, was startled to hear a noise 
behind him. Heturned around and discov- 
ered two heavily masked men clamboring 
over thé engine tender. Both leveled their 
double-barreled muskets at the fireman and 
the engineer, ‘‘Bill’’ McKay, with the in- 
junction: ‘‘Don’t move an inch until we tell 
you to or we will blow the tops of your d——a 
heads off.’’ 

Engineer McKay was directed to run the 
train toa point about one mile from Western 
Union.Junction. Here the engineer was com- 
mandedtostop. Both men were ordered to 
step down and out of the cab and get in line 
ahead of the robbers. They were marched 
to the express car under cover, and then the 
work of blowing open the cxpress car began. 
Several bombs, the fireman thinks, were 
thrown into the car, and the explosion 
vas terrific, and’ must have awakened every 
passenger on the train, but nobody appeared 
on the scene. 

The robbers undoubtedly were not less than 
six or seven in number, judging from the 
manner in which they conducted operations. 
The trainmen believe they hadateam close 
at hand with which to cart away the safes, 
which were taken bodily out of the car. 

Fireman Averill’s story is the most compre- 
hensive. ‘‘They made me walk ahead of 
them to the express car,’’ he said, ¢‘and they 
gave me a jimmy to pry open the boxes. I 
had to move all the ‘dead matter’ off the 
boxes and dotheir dirty work generally, but 
¥ was glad to get off with a whole skin. JQhey 
got the messenger’s keys, though he Was in 
no hurry to give them up, and they will have 
no trouble in getting away with all the 


money.’’ 

TYhe train was held for over half an hour, 
and if the plans of the robbers had been per- 
fect they would not have been delayed much. 
Jneir entire efforts were centered on the 
express car and not a passenger was 
molested. The fireman thinks there were 
half a dozen men guarding the coaches, 
however, 

‘*‘Less than five minutes out of Western 
Union Junction’’ said Messenger Murphy, 
‘*the train slowed up. Suddenly a musket 
was poked through a top window of the car 
and a second later a terrific explosion 
occurred that knocked both myself and Mr. 
Cookinaheap. Half a dozen more explos- 
ions followed and both doors flew off the 
bolts. Thentwo men wearing Dlack masks 
clambered quickly into the car and covered 
us with double-barreled muskets. We were 
cautioned to maintain silence at the penalty of 
getting our heads ‘blowed off.’ After glancing 
hurriedly about the carthe robbers fastened 
their eyes on the two iron boxes of the Amer!i- 
can Express Co. The robbers brought the 
fireman ina little later and went through all 
the boxes out on the road bed. One ofthe 
robbers kept us covered with his musket all 
the time, while the other robbers superin- 
tended the operations of the filreman,’’ 

Messenger Murphy stated that they had 
secured all the bills of the money contained 
in the safe, andthat the sum was undoubt- 
edly a very large one. Itis probable that the 
total amount of the robbers’ booty will 
amount to $100,000 and possibly more. 

Agent John F. Bell ofAhe American Express 
Co. said toa reporter, after Messenger Mur- 
phy had made his report, that an approxi- 
mate statemept of the amount taken by the 
robbers could not be learned. He said that 
$5,000 in local packages was’ certainly gone, 
besides a sum contained intwo sealed en- 
velopes. 

Some of the passengers, who were asleep, 
did not know anything about the ‘‘hold-up’’ 
until the train arrivedin Milwaukee. Some 
passengers thought there were twenty or 
thirty of the robbers, others thought 
they saw only a dozen, while 
still others said there were more 
robbers than passengers. When the train 
started up again the passengers saw the 
safes lying beside the track, but the robbers 
had disappeared. When the train arrived at 
the Union Depot at 2:20 o’clock the express 
car presented an appearance that it had 
been attacked by heavy artillery. Every 
door and window had been blown out and the 
platform and walls were shattered in halfa 
dozen places, while the contents were piled 
in one indiscriminate heap in the center of 
the car. 

Messenger J. ©. Murphy and his assistant, 
C. H. Cook, were found gathering up frag- 
ments of way bills ana looking over the rem- 
nants left by the robbers. The first news of 
the robbery was brought to Western Union 
Junetion bya flagman. The Milwaukee and 
Racine police were telegraphed for immedi. 
ately, and Detective Hansen was provided 
with a specig] train, on which he left at 2:40 
o’e¢iock this morning. : 

G2neral Manager Farling of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul was seen this morning. 
ils account differs somewhat from _ the 
above. He said: : 

‘*‘The robbers did not getany booty. Six 
men boarded train No. 8at Western Union

and fireman, and when the train reached 
Franksville, asmall station of 2000r 300 in- 
habitants about three miles beyond the Junc- 
tion, they caused the engineer to stop it at 
the point ofa revolver. They then demanded 
of the express messenger that he 
open the door of the car, which 
he refnsed to do. The conductor 
came up by this time and he was taken pris- 
oner. The robbers then broke in a window 
of the car and threw in some kindof an ex- 
plosive which forced out the end of the car, 
Then they went inside and covered the ex- 
press messenger with a revolver and tried to 
make him open the safes. This he positively 
refused to do and the safes were thrown out 
ofthecar. Inthemeantime the rear brake- 
man, understanding the situation, rushed 
back to the Junction and got help anda an en- 
gine. The engine and posse at once went to 
the scene and the robbers fied. The train 
went on to Milwaukee and the fast mail 
train, which leaves Chicago at 3a.m., 
picked up the safes and carried them to Mil- 
waukee, 

‘*The police of Milwaukee and the secret 
service of the system, together with the 
Sheriff of Racine County, are in pursuit of 
the robbers. Their flight ake so hasty that 
they did not takethe precautions they had 
evidently intended totake, so thatI believe 
they will get them before noon to-day.’’ 

The sum secured by the robbers was not 
large, asthe larger portion of it was in the 
form of certificates, paymenton which will 
be stopped. Last evening the robbers left 
Racine on a freight train, which they left at 
Western Union Station,remaining there until 
the express from Chicago came irf sight. 
They boarded the train, and unknown to any 
one made their way tothe tenderand layin 
wait for the favorable moment. 

As the train got under way on leaving the 
scene six men were seen standing over the 
two safes. The way safe contained between 
$2,000 and $3,000 and the way bills, which 
were taken and. probably destroyed. When 
the train arrived at Frankville a telegram 
was sent to Western Union Junction 
and a posse was sent to the _ scene. 
A message to Milwaukee at the same 
time was responded to by the Chief of Police, 
who sent a posse by specialtrain, and with- 
in three hours afterthe robbery skillful of- 
ficers were on thetrailofthe robbers. The 
treasure boxes were found where they fell, 


‘unopened though there were indications 


that efforts had been made to burst the 
doors. These were placed under guard and 
sent to Milwaukee by the morning express- 
Express officials inthis city will ngt di- 
vulge ghe exact amount of plunder s@cured 
by the’ Western Union Junction tram rob- 
bers, but partiesina position to know say it 
will not exceed $5,000, and may fall consid- 
erably short of that sum.

ROBBERS BEATEN OFF. 


OFFICERS AND CITIZENS FOIL AN ATTEMPT AT 
TRAIN ROBBERY. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 12.—An attempt 
was made near Collinsville, De Kalb County, 
about midnight last night to rob passenger 
train No. 1, south bound, omthe Alabama & 
Great Southern Ra®road. The officials on the 
Alabama & Great Southern Railroad in this 
city received telegraphic advices from Chat- 
tanooga tothe effect that a well-grounded 
report had been received that an attempt 
was to be made near Collinsville to holdup 
and rob train No. 1, the south-bound limited 
express. The Chattanooga agent did not 
state how he had received the informa- 
tion, but so much importance was at- 
tached to it that Chief Clerk Rickey at 
once telegraphed the agent at Collinsville 
concerning the report and ordered him to 
take immediate action to foil any attempt 
that might be made attrain robbing. The 
agent at Collinsville telegraphed back 
that a gang, well-dressed and evi- 
dently not ordinary tramps, had taken 
possession of the depot at 
that place, and he was unable to get them to 
vacate, whichthey had refused todo. He 
had heard of the expected attempt to rob 
No. 1 and believed this gang composed 
the robbers and that they were 
then lying in wait for the 
train, evidently intending to board 
itatthat place. Collinsville is only aflag 
station for the limited expresstrains. No.1 
generally stops there. Upon receipt of the 
above information the Collinsville agent was 
instructed to call on the local authorities for 
aid in ejecting the gang from the 
depot. This he did. The Mayor, Marshal 
and several citizens, all armed, turned {out 
and ordered the suspicious characters ‘away. 
The gang refused to leave at first, but when 
informed that unless they decamped they 
would be dealt with they took their depar- 
ture, going down the railroad track towards 
the south. 

The men were all strangers around Collins- 
ville. They were well armed and their every 
movement indicated that they were up to 
mischief. They went away muttering 
threats against the Collinsville citigens. This 
happened about 10 o’clock. After the gang 
had been driven away from Collinsville, 
four of them returned just before No. 1 was 
due at that point. Thecitizens, who mean- 
while had heard of the trouble and had 
turned out in large numbers, ordered the 
men to leave. ‘Phey ——. refused. It was 
evidently their purpose to board the train at 
Collinsville and hold it up at a point 
down the road where they would be joined by 
the other members of the gang, when the 
robbery would take place. Just as the train 
pulled up to the station the men made ready 
to geton it. The citizens and officers then 
fired on them. The would-be robbers 
fled tothe woods in disorder. So far as Is 
known they did not return the fire. About 
fifteen shots were discharged at the robbers.

HELD UP THE AGENT. 


MASKED MEN ROB THE STATION- KEEPER AT IN- 
DEPENDENCE, MO. 

INDEPENDENCE, Mo,, Nov. 12.—Two masked 

men last night about 6 o’clock, while the 


station agent at the Chicago & Alton Depot | 


was alone, entered the premises and com- 
pelled nim to open his money drawer, from 
which they took its contents, about $40. 
They also took $10 out of his pockets. It ts 
supposed the thieves were looking for a 
valuable package which they supposed was 
there on its way to Chicago, but the agent 


convinced them that the package was not at 
the depot by showing them the route book. 

The men were evidently old hands at the 
business and wentabout their work with 
deliberate coolness. After robbing the depot 
they asked as to the timeof the eastbound 
passenger train and then, cautioning the 
agentand afarmer, whocame in during the 
proceeding, whom they also held up for $5, to 
not giveanalarm, thgy departed. The ac. 
count of the robbery soon spread, and fora 
time a rumor prevailed that the C. & A, pas- 
senger train had been robbed. 


Jesse Brown has been again sentenced to 
hang at Paducah, Ky.

AUSTRIA’S EMPEROR THINKS ARBITRA- 
TION DESIRABLE, BUT IMPOSSIBLE. 


Charges and Countercharges Bandied 

" Aboutthe Green Island—Turkish Rule 
in Tripoli Weakened—Mormons Prose- 
lyting in Russia—Trying to Improve 
Spanish Finances—General Foreign. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 12.—The fight between the 
Parnellites and McUarthyites regarding the 
negotiations at Boulogne Sur Merand the 
letters which passed between Messrs. Parnell 
and O’Brien continues with no diminution in 
the bitterness which has characterized it 
from its outbreak. 

Mr. O’Brien recently published a letter he 
had received from Mr. Parnell in which the 
writer expressed the utmost confidence in 
Mr. O’Brien and in his honesty in the course 
which he was pursujng. Some of the Par- 
nellites took exception to the publication of 
this letter and Mr. Timothy Harrington 
wrote a letter declaring Mr. O’Brien had not 
published the letter in its entirety. 

In this morning’s issue of the National Press, 
i McCarthy organ,there appears an article, 
which, after reviewingin detail all the allega- 
tions made by Mr. Harrington, declares that 
that gentleman’s staterflents bear upon their 
face the stamp of deliberate falsehood. All 
the documents produced, the paper says, 
vindicate by their contents the good faith of 
Mr. O’Brien and the consideration he has 
showed for Mr. Parnell. 

Uniied Ireland to-day publishes an article 
couched in peculiarly strong language in re- 
gard to whatitterms the clerical influence 
exerted in Cork against the Parnellite can- 
didate for the seat in the House of Commons 
held by_the late Mr. Parnell. United Ireland 
appeals to sturdy Irishmen to steel their 
hearts to the task of fighting the priesthood. 
While they submit to priestand bishop, the 
paper declares, they will never be able to 
follow the dictates of their own political 
consciences andthe liberty of the land so 
long desired will never be gained, 

A DECISION REACHED. 

The suit of S. Eustace Jameson of Dublin, 
the well-known distiller, against the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society of New York was 
decided to-day. Mr. Jameson sued to recover 
the premiums paid ona policy for $50,000 in 
the company. He claimed that the agent se- 
cured his taking out a policy by representing 
that he would be made a member of the Lon- 
don Board of Directors of the company. This 
promise was not carriedout. The company 
set up the defense that the agent acted with- 
out authority from the home office and had 
no right to make such promises. The matter 
was settled in court to-day by the Equitable 
agreeing to return to Mr. Jameson the 
amount of premiums paid and to reimburse 
him for counsel fees, Mr. Jameson, on the 
other hand, agreeing not to press the charge 
further, 


PEACEFUL ARBITRATION, 


EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH THINKS IT IS DIFFI- 
CULT TO ATTAIN. 


VIENNA, Nov. 12.—The Austrian delegates 
to the Inter-Parllamentary Peace Congress 
recently held in Rome, were régeived by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph on their return to this 
city. Inthe course of a conversation on the 
aims of the Congress the Emperor said to 
Deputy Dr. Buss, who was one ofthe 
delegates, that the desired end— 
the application of the principle of interna- 
tional arbitration—could not be attained 
through congresses. Another delegate re- 
marking that the speech from the throne 
gave assurance of peace, the Emperor re- 
sponded that these assurances ought to be 
received with the greatest caution, as they 
were based on hopes, the realization of which 
was most desirable, 

The Presidents of the Austrian-Hungarian 
delegations have been givenan audience by 
the Emperor. Each of the Presidents pre- 
sented to His Majesty an address on behalf of 
the body over which he presided. In reply- 
ing to these addresses, the Emperor referred 
to Austria’s friendly relations with all the 


powers. His Majesty declared that he was” 


in full harmony with his alifes in 
the wish and endeavor to main- 
tain peace. He had, he said, received 
peaceful assurances from all the foreign 
cabinets. Although the dangers besetting 
the political situation were not renewed by 
these assurances, and although the general 
armanent of Europe had not been brought to 
a standstill, yet he hoped thatthe universal 
need of peace was recognized by all, and that 
ultimately this recognition would result in 
the wished for end. 
MILAN’S PRICE. 

Ex-Kiwg Milan istoreceive an additional 
2,000,000 francs from Servia as part ofthe 
price for his comp.iance In living away from 
Servia. The ex-King has no desire to return, 
having tasted the delights of Paris, where he 
has been leading a most extravagant life, 
having runout of a million francs withina 
few months. He is known on one occasion to 
have given a diamond ring, worth 5,000 francs 
to a favorite artist. 

ABBESS MARGUERITE IMPROVING. 

The Princess Marguerite of Austria, Abbess 
of the Community of Noble Ladies, is im- 
proving, and may, itis thought, regain her 
health. The Princess is the most beautiful 
woman connected with the Austrian Imperial 
family, and one of the most religious. As 
head of the community in Prague the Abbess 
has earned a reputation for sanctity that 
may helpto place her in the list of saints. 
There appears tobe noromance connected 
with her adoption of the vell. She is now 21 
years old, 

GENERAL FOREIGN, 
TURKISH RULE IN TRIPOLI WEAKENED—MOR- 
MON INVADERS—BRIEFS. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 12.—The Sultan has 
ordered the strengthening of the military 
forces in Tripoli, the only important African 
province still acknowledging the actyal sov- 
ereignty of the Porte. The Tripolitans, it is 
said, have been considerably shaken in their 
allegiance by the prosperity of Tunis under 
French and Egypt under English rule, and 
the symptoms of discontent have 
of late become alarming to 
the tyrannical Pasha-~_ This officer 
has endeavored to put down discontent by 
the infliction of barvarous punishments, and 
it is no uncommon sight in the capital to see 
half a dozen poor wretches impaled in the 
market place. The horrors have only served 
to excite the popular feeling in a still higher 
degree. Turkish rule is in real danger, and 
the appearance of a French fleet would 
doubtless be followed by an overwhelming 
insurrection against the Sultan’s authority. 


MORMONS PROSELYTING. 
| ST PETERSBURG, Nov. 12.—The authorities 


of the famine stricken province of Samaria 
are dealing with a Rew evil inthe shape of an 
invasion of Mormon  milssionaries from 
America. These are conducting an active 
campaign among the poor peasants, who are 
induced by their circumstances to readily:be- 
lieve any story about the promised land be- 
ingat a distance away from Russia, The 
Mormons invariably select for their victims 
families that have several girls. They de- 
scribe their home tn America as a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey and just the place 
for the starving peasants. The latter are led 
to part with their Httle holdings at any 
price, and undertake @ journey for America. 
The authorities are at last aroused tothe de- 
termination to put down Mormonism in 
Samaria, and the missionaries will have to 
seek pastures new. 


SPANISH FINANCES. 

MADRID, Nov, 12.—Senor Canovas Del Cas- 
tillo, the Prime Minister, has had a long con- 
ference with Senor Oosgayon, the Governor 
of the Bank of Spain. It was decided that it 
was imperatively necessary that measures 
be immediately taken to reduce the premium 
on gold and to improve the  ~»po- 
Sition of the bank. To effect this 
end it is required that*¢he law recently passed 
respecting the note issued be closely ob- 
served. Asa remedy forthe financial crisis 
a Government decree has been issued which 
revives the vexatious interior customs zone 
ata certain distance from the frontier, so as 
to prevent any contraband traffic. 


OFFICIALLY DECLARED BANKRUPT. 

BERLIN, Noy. 12.—The banking house of 
Friedlaender & Sommerfeld, which sus- 
pended payment on Nov. 7, owing to the sen- 
Ssational collapse of the firm of Hirschfel & 
Wolff, was to-day declared officially bank- 
rupt. This step wastaken atthe request of 
Balin & Guben Hat Co. of this city, the chief 
creditor of Friedlaender & Sommerfeld. The 
Sommerfelds, father and son, it will be re- 
called, attempted suicide on Saturday last, 
and eventually died from their self-inflicted 
wounds, 

The chief clerks Gf both the collapsed firms 
(Friedlaender & Sommerfeld and Hirschfeld & 
Wolff) have been afrested. Some idea of the 
financial agitation®n Monday last, in conse- 
quence of the recent failures, may be judged 
from the fact that Reich’s Bank alone dis- 
counted bills to the amount of 6,000,000 marks. 
Finally the crowdof persons who were de- 
Ssirous of disbursing money and valuables 
was so great that the bank was obliged to set 
apart separate rooms fortheir accommoda- 
tion, 


. A GRECIAN REVOLT. 

PARIS, Nov. 12.—The clair of this city pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Athens which contains 
information of startling importance. In 
substance the correspondent of the E£clair 
States that a conspiracy has been discovered 
in Athens, with ramifications in other 
portions of the Kingdom, having for its 
object the overthrow of the 
present ruling dynasty of Greece. The dis- 
patch adds that it has been learned that a 
number of persons high in political circles 
are implicated in the plot. Among the 
prominent men who are said to be desirous of 
throwing aside the Government of King 
George is M. Spiridion Tricoupis, the well- 
known Greek statesman, who at one time 
had the position of Prime Minister of the 
Kingdom. 


FOREIGN BRIEFS. 
*M. Brisson, reporter of the French Budget 
Committee, has resigned his office on ac- 
count of the rejection of his report on the 
naval estimate and the acceptance of M. 
Barbey’s amended report. 

The Pope has renewed his protest to M. 
Fallieres, French Minister of Worship, 
against supperting the position taken by the 
Italian Government in connection with the 
recent pilgrim incident in Rome. 

The authorities of the Russian War Office 
have resoived to constguct a line of forts 
along the Chinese frontler and to increase 
the number of officers in Central Asia. 

The London Jimes, commenting on the Say- 
ward case, says: ‘‘itis not apparent why the 
owners of the Sayward should be deprived of 
the remedy they claim because America has 
agreed toarbitration. When the controversy 
comes beforethe arbitrators itisclear that 
Mr. Blaine will have a case not easy to estab- 
lish.’’ 

The London Chronicle this morning an- 
nounces that triching# has been found in 
American pork at Solingen, a town in 
Rhenish Prussia. 

The bulifon in the Bank of England in- 
creased 1,077,900 pounds during the past week. 
The proportion of the Bank of England’s re- 
serve to Mability, which last week was 36.73 
per cent, is now 40.86 per cent. 

The Exchange Telegraph Co. announces 
that acompromise is belng arrauged in the 
case of the probate of the will of the late Mrs. 
Wood, aunt of the widow of Mr.Parnell (Mrs. 
©’Shea). The dispatch further states that 
the attempt at compromise will probable be 
successful and the questions at issue are not 
likely to come to court for decision. 


G. A. R. NATIONAL COUNCIL, 


In Session at Washington—Gen. Palmer 
Explains His Recent Letter. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—The National 
Council of Administration of the Grand Army 
ofthe Repulicisin session here. There are 
present Gen, John Palmer, Commander-in- 
Chief; Adjt.-Gen,. Fred. Physterer, Col. Ray- 
mond, Col. R. F. Knapp, Col. H. H. Luther, 
Col. James R. Milner, Col. Wm, Olin and 
Col. George W. Blodgett. Fixing the date of 
the encampment Is one of the first things to 
be done. The West wants the *meeting to 
take place about the middie of September, 
certainly not later than the last week in that 
month, while Gen. Palmer prefers the first 
week in October. The council will bein ses- 
sion again to-day, when the time will prob- 
ably be fixed. 

Asked about his Confederate flag order, the 
General said: ‘‘To me it is inexplicable that 
the rebel flag should have been displayed at 
the unvelling of the Grady monument. Grady 
was a broad-minded man; one who would 
never have countenanced such foolishness. 
Of course, we understand that Southern con- 
ditions differ very materially from those in 
the North and we make all allowances for 
those differences. Union veterans in the 
South very properly ftraternize and affiliate 
with those who were once their deadly ene- 
mies. We realize that the war came toa con- 
clusion thirty years ago and have the 
kindliest feeling or the men 
of the South who have ac- 
cepted the result of the contest. 
We have the highest regard forthe men who 
fought for thelr flag. A hero is always a 
hero, no matterevhat his cause is, solong as 
he believes in it. Those ofthe South who 
fought were firm in the belief they were 
struggling for the right, but I have yet to find 
a Drainy southerner whoto-day regrets the 
defeat of the rebellion.

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THIS IS REAL WAR. 
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Troops Sent to Quell the Revolt in Rio 
Grande do Sul. 


EXPERIENCED SOLDIERS LEADING THE 
PROVINCIAL REVOLUTIONISTS. 


The People Determined to Leave the Bra- 
zilian Union—Opposition to Dictator 
Fonseca Spreading Rapidly—Censor- 
ship of News From Rio de Janerio— 
Uraguay Uneasy. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—To-day’s advices from 
the Rio Grande do Sul give the reasons for the 
secession of that province. One is that 
owing to the distance of the province from 
Rio Janeiro its interests do not attract the 
attention they deserve. Another is that the 
State prefers to govern itself, and does not 
agree with the general policy guiding affairs 
at the North. Da Fonseca is, all rumors to 
the contrary notwithstanding, In apparently 
good health and able to make a vigorous 
campaign. Da Fonseca has declared his pos- 
itive intention to put down the rebellion in 
the South and to employ, if need be, every 
able-bodied man within reach of his author- 
ity. The Dictator has abolished exemption 
from military service, which heretofore 
could be purchased in Brazil. Hereafter rich 
and poor will have to take their turns in the 
army, which is being rapidly increased. The 
army is more efficient than it was under the 
empire and the navy has also been strength- 
ened. There is every prospect, therefore, of 
& protracted struggle, should Rito Grande do 
Sul persist in its determination to secede. 

There is every indication, according to late 
advices from Montevideo, that the inde- 
pendent spirit of the Rio Grande do Sul peo- 
ple is fully aroused. Additional details are 
now at hand of the inception of the revolt 
against Fonseca. It began onthe night of 
Nov. 9; and spread rapidly. The State is now 
practically in the hands of the revolutionists, 

Gens. Fernandez and Santa Anna are the 
leaders of the revolution, and their ranks are 
reported to be receiving constant accessions. 

The garrison at Yueuaron has joined the in- 
surgents, and the armory has been placed at 
the disposalof the two generals, who are in 
command. The Dictator’s Governor in Rio 
Grande do Sul (Senor Castillo) deems the re- 
volt so serious that he has asked the central 
government for reinforcement, represent- 
ing his position as precarious. In compll- 
ance with his request Dictator Fonseca at 
once sent four gunboats, three monitors and 
two transports loaded with troops to the 
scene or the uprising. The troops will be 
landed at the ports of Rio Grande do Sul and 
San Jose do Norte at the mouth of the Bay of 
Patos. Following upon the announcement of 
the garrison at Yuguaron going over tothe 
insurgents comes word thattwo other garri- 
sons have also joined the rebel forces. 

While all this is taking place the residents 
of Rio Janeiro seem to be keptin perfect 
ignorance of these stirring events. They be- 
lieve that everything in peaceful in the 
republic and that discontent against Fonseca 
is not worth noticing. Their ignorance is 
owingto the fact that the Government is 
suppressing all telegrams that describe the 
true situation of affuirsin the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul. 

The chief insttgators of the revolution are 
the Visconte Pelotas, Baron Gijuk and Gens. 
Astropillo and Fravares. It is belleved that 
Fonseca’s troops will be forced upon the de- 
fensive. The probabilities are that the au- 
thorities will meet witha very lively time in 
Rio Grande do Sul. 

The Brazilian Minister to Chili, Senor 
Cavalleanti, has tendered his resignation as 
the representative of Fonseca at Santiago. 
Under date of Nov. 4 he received a notifica- 
tion that the dictatorship had been estab- 
lished and reasons wese given for the same. 

It is reported that a number of members of 
the Brazilian Congress which Fonseca re- 
cently dissolved have sought an asylum in 
the different foreign legations in Rio Janerio. 

Uraguay has become alarmed at the state 


of affairs in Brazil, and has massed troops 
along the frontier line of that country. 


FROM OFFICIAL SOURCES. 


CABLEGRAM RECEIVED BY MINISTER MENDON: 
CA FROM RIO DE JANEIRO. 
WASHINGTON, D, C., Nov. 12.—Senor Men- 
donca, the Brazilian Minister to-day received 
the following cablegram from his Govern- 
ment in regard to the situation in that 


country: 

t110 JANERIO, Nov. 12.—Continue to deny alarm- 
ing reports spread through Europe in regard to 
restoration of monarchy and disturbance of public 
orderin Brazil. Rio De Janeirois perfectly quiet, 
business is satisfactory aid lively, with confidence 
inthe Government. Newsreceived here daily an- 
nounces perfect quiet in all the States except Rio Do 
Sul. Deny London Times telegram, and declare 
that there is no general discontent in the 
country. The Governor will shortly fix 
aday for the Congressional elections, according to 
the election laws. Restoration of the monarchy op- 
posed almost universally, as a matter definitely set- 
tled. Ouray-Preto, Nabuco and all the oll mon- 
archists are enjoying perfect freedom. Exchange is 
conductea with security and confidence in the 
Government's stability is general; the Bank of the 
Republic is not giving artificiat quotations and the 
English banksare dealing inexchange with froe- 
dom; they declare that the reports tothe contrary 
are circulated by the enemies of the Republic. 

OHERMONT. 

Ordinarily acablegramto a Minister from 
his Government is regarded as reliable, and 
in the case of Brazil would set at rest the 
rumors that the spirit of revolt against the 
Dictator 1s widespread, But when it is 
known that correspondents of American 
newspapers in Rio are not permitted to send 
out their opinions of the situation, the cabie- 
gram to Minister Mendonca fs notjregarded as 
conciusively contradicting the impression 
that the situation in Brazil Is very grave. 


WARSHIPS FROM PORTUGAL. 

Lisson, Nov. 12.—The Portuguese govern- 
ment, in view of the grave state of affairs in 
Brazil, has decided to send some warships to 
protect Portuguese interests in that republic. 


TO RESTORE THE EMPIRE. 


EUROPE MAY SEE AN OPPORTUNITY TO AID THE 
HOUSE OF BRAGANZA. 

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—The unsettled condition 
of affairsin Brazil brings into prominence 
again the report which was current in offictal 
circles here afew weeks ago that the German 
Government has made a proposition to Great 
Britain with the view to taking united action 
in South America for the protection of their 
common interests. The German Goverr met

DECREE OF EXILE. 


MONARCHISTS MUST LEAVE BRAZIL BY ORDER 
OF THE DICTATOR. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—No news has been 
received at the Brazilian Legation here to 
indicate the secession of provinces from tife 
Republic of Brazil. Far more interesting 
than the statement of threatened secessions 
is the statement made by an official here that 
Da Fonseca, finding the Monarchists more 
numerous than had been supposed, would 


cut the Gordian knot by exiling all persons 
Known to bein sympathy with the purpose 
of the Imperialists. 

It is interesting, in this connection, to note 
the fact that Commodore da Gama, who was 
made President by Congress after Fonseca 
had ordered that bodyto dissolve, was re- 
garded as astanch Imperialist at the time 
of the rgvolution which deposed Dom Pedro, 

ba Gama was a delegate to the Pan- 
American Congress whenthe news of the 
overthrow of the Empire reached Washing- 
tonand atonce started for Brazil with the 
avowed purpose of assisting the Emperor 
to maintain his power. ° 

A curious fact in connection with this 
order of exile is the announcement from Rio 
Mode a few days since, that Senor Barboso, 
the only Cabinet official remaining in office 
after Fonseca declared himself Dictator, has 
always been regarded as favoring the resto- 
ration of the Empire. 


SUPPRESSING NEWS. 


CHARACTER OF CABLEGRAMS SENT OCT FROM 
RIO DE JANEIRO. 


NEW YORK, Nov. (12.—The morning papers 
here print dispatches from Rio de Janeiro, 
which show a rigid censorship of news sent 
out from the Brazilian capital. These cables 
say there is no indication there of a serious 
spirit of revolt against Fonseca in Rio Grande 
do Sul, or in any of the States. Business 
there, it was said, was resuming its normal 
condition and quietude prevalied. 

If there is any revolt in Pernambuco, Bahai 
or Para reliable information of it has not 
reached the capital. There are doubtless, 
these cables say, disaffected Republicans and 
anvmber of Imperialists who would like to 
see a monarchy re-established, but they 
have not, so far as isknown here, openly 


pronounced against the Government. 

The only signs of discontent that the peo- 
ple of Rio are aware ofarein Rio Grande do 
Sul, the most southerly of the States in the 
Republic, but the disturbances there appear 
to have been altogether of a local character. 
There does not seem to have been any organ- 
ized attempt toresist Fonseca’s assumption 
of a dictatorship or to declare the independa- 
ence of the State. 

Advices received by New York commercial 
houses show that the bank exchange, at Rio 
at last accounts closed at 13%. Brazil’s cur- 
rency is chiefly paperand is subject to great 
fluctuation. Its current value ts principally 
determined by the financial and commercial 
relations with London, where Brazil pays the 
interest on its foreign debt in gold, asthe 
—" of trade is always in England’s 

avor. 

The various banks created by the Republic 
were authorized to issue $300,000,000 in paper 
money, secured by areserve of one-third of 
that amount in gold. Of this amount the 
Bank of the Republic, the financial agent of 
the Government, was authorized to issue 
$25 ,000 ,000. 

The exchange Is apt to remain below par so 
long as the balance of trade ts in favor of the 
country which holds the greater part of the 
Brazilian obligations whose interest must be 
paid in gold, and Brazil must buy the gold to 
pay this interest.

Death of Lady Elizabeth Mary Grosvenor 
—Other Mortalities.

Grosvenor, Dowager Marchioness of West- 
minster, youngest daughter of the first Duke 
of Sutherland, isdead. The Grosvenor fam- 
ily is one ofthe oldest in the peerage. The 
first Baronet was created ini662and by suc- 
cessive elevations the holders of the title 
reached the honor and dignity of Duke of the 
United Kingdom in 1874, when the present 
holder ofthe title, Hugh Lupus Grosvenor, 
received from Her Majesty her patent, con- 
ferring upon himthe Dukedom, the highest 
hereditary title in her gift.

CONCERT AT ZACATECAS. 

The concert at Zacatecas, given last night 
for the benefit of the flood sufferers of Spain, 
was a very fine entertainment. The city 
will have as handsome a theater as any in St. 
Loulsina few months, but at present con- 
certs and theatrical performances are given 
onthe floor above abovethe Grand Market 
Hall., The floor is about 200 by 3200 feet, but 
the theater takes up only oné corner, hardly 
one-fourth of the whole place, the rest being

consisted of several hundred ladies 
and gentlemen, mostly from the 


best class of citizens, and in full dress. 
senoritas were there in great numbers, many 
of them occupying an elevated platform 
railed off from the rest of the audience, to 
the right and left and extending from the 
the stage to the rear of the auditorium. 
They had been accompanied tothe theater,

This 
attendant wore a dress suit, with white 
gloves and was, in fact, himself a performer. 
(ne gentleman played a harp, and the peo- 
ple of Zacatecas claim that he has no su- 
perior as a harp playerinthe world, One of 
the lady vocalists has also quite a reputation 
in Mexico. The entertainment opened with 
an address by a_ gentioman = about 
° the September floods in Spain and 
closed with a farce called ‘‘Every Piace Has 
Its Hobby,’’ an intermission of fifteen min- 
utes being given between the concert proper 
and the drama, a similar intermission having 
been given in the middie of the concert. 
About half of the male portion of the audli- 
ence took advantage of these intermissions 
to retire tothe bar just back of the theater. 
The show was practically an open air enter- 
tainment, the audience being separated from

Our hotel had electric lights, as many of the 
large buildings ofthe city have. Thestreets 
Chihuahua are, with electricity. A number 
of the houses have telephones. 

The city is badly sewered, and the quarters 
of the poor are frightfully dirty, except in 
the rainy season. The upper classes are pro- 
vided with every convenience and luxury, 
and their sons and daughters are given a 
good education. 

The streets of Zacatecas are sprinkled ear! 
every morning by convicts, or rather munici- 

al prisoners. Each prisoner carries two 

mmense cans of water hanging at the ends 
ofa pole across his shoulders and the water 
is poured on the strerts from small jugs and 
jars, instead of being sprinkled from 
sprinklers. The oe age rode arepot shackled, 
but are well guarded, there being almost as 
many guards as prisoners. 

Beggars are plentiful in Zacatecas, and par- 
ticularly in the vicinity of Churches. 
of them are horribly crippled. 

The masses of the people—women as well 
as men—wear leather sandals on their feet. 
The children go barefooted. Many of the men 
commenced wearing pants only a few years 
ago. They let their blankets hang down 
around their legs before pantaloons were in- 
troduced. The water supply is very scarce in 
the dry season, and the people all get tleir 
water from public basins and fountains. It is 
usually carried home on the shoulders in 
jars holding about five gallons, and water- 
works are now being constructed here, as in 
Chihuahua and other large cities of Mexico 
not already supplied with them.

To-Day’s Session. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 12.—The American 
Bankers’ Association resumed its session to- 
day and the silver question had the right of 
way from the start. Mr. W. P. St.John of 
New York read a paper onthe solution of 


the silver question. In opening he 
paid his respects to Mr. John Jay 
Knox, because in an interview the 


latter said that the silver question was dead, 
and that Cleveland would be the nominee of 
the Democratic party. Mr. St. John argued 
that the results of the recent elections were 
encouraging to free silver, and he doubted if 
Mr. Knox, as a Republfan, was inthe con- 
fidence of the Democratic party as to its 
nominee. In Mr. St. John’s paper he made 
the following proposition: 

Cease buying builion and restore the United 
States coinage system founded with the mint 
in 1792 and only abrogated in 1873. That Is 
reopen the mints to equally unrestricted 
coinage for gaid and silver. As the best 
method, allow owners of gold and silver to 


receive legal tender notes at coin 
value instead of coin at their option, 
the notes to be redeemed in

Young Mrs. Pearce Will Have to Face 
Her Husband. 


THE FIVE DAYS’ BRIDE MAY REPUDIATE 
HER MARRIAGE VOWS. 


Peculiar Outcome of an Elopment, a Fam- 
ily Fight, Forcible Separation, and 
Habeas Oorpus Proceedings—Love’s 
Young Dream Overcome by Homesick- 
ness—The Case Opens To-Morrow. 


Bridegroom Holton D. Pearce, hero of an 
elopement, a family fight, the theft of his 
bride from before his very eyes, and habeas 
corpus proceedings begun in the Circuit 
Court yesterday to recover her, as told ex- 
clusively in yesterday’s PostT-DIsPpaTcH, had 
the last straw laid on his back this morning. 

His better half of five days’ standing, from 
the safe harbor of her father’s Grand avenue 
residence, now distinctly repudiates him, 
and instead of welcoming the legal proceed- 
ings Pearce has instituted to regain posses- 
sion of her, states flatly that she will refuse 
to live with him. Not content with this 
clvilling response to the habeas corpus en- 
treaty of her groom, the young bride is also 
cruel enough to give certain reasons for her 
willingness to sever the nuptial knot s60 soon 
after its first loop was made, and thus ap- 
parently clinches her statement that ‘‘love’s 
young dream’’ is over between Pearce 
and herself. A Gretna Green wedding, a 
three days’ honeymoon, a romantic return to 
the home of the bride’s parents, a thumping 
of the bridegroom by father, mother and 
brother, a locking up of the bride, the neces- 
sity ofan appeal to the strong armof the 
law, andthen the cold shoulder from the 
bride herself, ali within one week, is what 
Mr. Holton D. Pearce now hasto throw in 
the face of fate. He began that operatfon 
this morning. 

AN INDIGNANT BRIDEGROOM. 

When Mr. Pearce learned to-day that his 
bride, young Mrs. Helen Pearce, nee Frank, 
joined with her family in resisting his legal 
steps to recover her from the Frank ances- 
tral home, stating besidesthat she did not 
love himand would never again live with 
him, he felt thathe ‘‘had akick coming to 
him,’’ so to speak. He had wooed Miss 
Nellie into consenting to elope with him 
only last Sunday and after that 
successful flight had been foully. betrayed 
into taking his bride back home, where he 
had been set upon by her people and thrown 
from the Frank parlors while his bride was 
locked in her mother’s roomup-stalirs. This 
was hard enough, butthe additional stroke 
laid on by the bride herself is whatis now 
causing Mr. Pearce to bDelleve the truth of the 
old nursery doggerel, which announces that 
**When a man marries his troubles begin.’’ 

This morning Mr. Pearce called on his at- 
torney, Judge Wm. C. Jones, in the Laclede 
Building. He stated that in the published 
reports of interviews with his wife and her 
=: as givenin the morning papers fol- 

owing the Post-DISPATCH publication of yes- 
terday, there were certain charges made 
against him which he proposed to answer 
and refute. He intended doing so through the 
POST- DISPATCH, and further announce also his 
belief that his wife’s apparent repudiation 
of him was due solely tothe influence of her 

arents and not to the dictates of her own 

eart. Mr. Pearce was naturally much 
stirred up over the matter. 

His attorney, however, counselled him 
against making a public statement, urging 
that asthe matter was now in the courts, it 
should be settled there, and that all other 
mention of the case would serve simply to 
make its final settlement the more difficult. 
After some discussion of this view Mr. 
Pearce left his attorney’s office under prom- 
ise to refuse totalk of his troubles with any 
representative of the pressand to gwait its 
natural course in the courts. A PostT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter, who had been sent to o@®tain 
Mr. Pearce’s answer to the charges made by 
his bride and the Frank family, called at the 
office ofthe George W. Reid Oil Co., where 
the young bridegroom had been employed as 
a salesman. 

‘*Mr. Pearce is no longer in our employ,’’ 
said a member of that firm. ‘‘He left us last 
Saturday, and has not reported for duty 
since. We have not discharged him —he has 
simply quit working for us.’’ 

WILL BRING THE BRIDE INTO COURT. 

A call was then made on Judge William C. 
Jones, who stated that it would be useless to 
see Mr. Pearce, 

‘*I have cautioned him against talking for 
publication,’’ said the attorney. 

‘*My client rightly believes that he has been 
hep wong | wronged, but I have convinced 

im that the proper place to secure redress 
is through the courts. He has no statement 
to make to the papers.’”’ 

‘*Young \.rs. Pearce’s apparent repudia- 
tion of her husband complicates the situa- 
tion, doesn’t !t?’’ 

**Yes, it does. Of course if she declares 
that she is not restrained by her parents but 
remains away from her husband vf her own 
free will, all the power on earth could not 
force her to return to bim.’’ 

‘“Will her answer tothateffect be accept- 
able as a return to the writ of habeas cor- 
pus?’’ : 

‘*‘The writ<is made returnable in Judge 
Klein’s Court to-morrow morning. If the 
case is taken up then we will insist upon 
placing Mrs. Pearce on the stand.’’ 

‘*You mean that you will not accept any 
other form of return to the writ?’’ 

**Exactly. “Mrs. Pearce will be called on 

he stand. There she will haveto testify in 
open court that although she eloped with and 
married my client, she has determined, after 
less than a week of married life, that she 
cannot live with him longer, and that she 
voluntarily leaves him nnd prefers to live 
with her parents. We shall certainly tmsist 
upon her testimony being given in court.’’ 

‘*Do you think she will testify to that?’’ 

‘*Who can tell? It«may be that she will 
not, and then the court would of course de- 
cide in favor of the husband from whom she 
was so forcibly taken. Then again it may be 
that, as with other foolish girls, the romance 
ofthe runaway marriage has worn off and 
she is homesick enough to prefer her parents 
to her husband.’’ 

**Do you think the case will be taken up to- 
morrow?’’ 

‘*If not, it will certainly be heard on Satur- 
day. And young Mrs. Pearce will then be re- 
quired to define her position under oath. The 
whole case hinges of course upon her testi- 
mony.’’ 

The occasion of the return of the writ of 
habeas corpus promises therefore to be the 
last chapter of thg@ peculiar elopement ro- 
mance. The young wife’s testimony will 
probably be a most interesting development 
of the unusual story.

What May Be Expected From the British 
West Indies. 


FOREIGN COMMISSIONERS TO CONSULT 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 


+ Sir Nevill Lubbock Says There Will Be an 


Equitable Adjustment of Customs Reg- 
ulations—What Would Occur if No 
Agreement Should Be Made—Depart- 
ment Matters—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—The list of 
reciprocity agreements, which began with 
Brazil several months ago and which includes 
Spain, San Domingo, Costa Rica and other 
countries, may possibly be extended to the 
British West Indies, although the negotia- 
tions which are about to be commenced with 


the latter country put a new and 
interesting phase on the matter, 
Sir Nevill Lubbock, who will _=§repre- 


sent in the negotiations British Guiana and 
all the islands inthe British West Indies ex- 
cept Barbadoes and Jamaica, has already 
arrived in Washington. Within a week or 
two commissioners will reach here from the 
islands named, and then the trio of repre 
sentatives will hold formal conferences with 
the State Department, alfhough in the mean- 
time the preliminaries will be arranged. 

‘*The reciprecity section of the McKinley 
bill,’’ said Sir Nevill to a reporter, ‘‘gives the 
President power to reimpose the duties on 
Sugar, coffee, hides, etc., when imported 
from any country which éxacts from the 
United States upon imports of agricultural or 
other products duties that he may deem to be 
‘reciprocally unequal and unreasonable.’ My 
mission in Washineton is to endeavor to 
show the President and the Secretary of 
State that the British West Indies don’t im- 
pose upon imports from the United States 
duties that are unequal or unreasonable, 
when compared with the tariff imposed upon 
imports from other countries. In other 
words, we will givétoarticles imported by 
us from the United States the same privileges 
and advantages that we afford to goods even 
imported from Great Britain.’’ 

‘*‘What will happen if no agreement is 
reached and the duties here are reimposed?’’ 

‘*We will sendall oursugartothe United 
Kingdom, where we will find a market for it. 
At present we send all of it tothe United 
States, except the demariar sugar, which isa 
fancy grade, and which goes to England. I 
have no hesitation insaying that we would 
like to continue our trade with this coun- 
wy.”’

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EARNERS AND ACCUMULATORS. 


A large part of the report of the Pennsyl- 
vania Secretary of Internal Affairs this 
year is devoted tostrikes and lockouts and 
to the steady and persistent decline in 
farm values in that State. During the 
year 1890 there were thirteen strikes for 
higher wages, of which seven failed, four 
succeeded and two were partially success- 
ful. The Secretary’s conclusion regarding 
the farmers’ woes is that Western competi- 
tion is at the bottom of the trouble, and 
not, as the farmers insist, the hostile’ policy 
of railroads and the high price of articles 
of consumption. 

It is noteworthy that the labor diffi- 
culties and agricultural depression dis- 
cussed in this paper prevailin a State 
whose wealth has increased during the 
ninth decade 30 per cent. - This fact 
alone shows that the fault is not inthe pro- 
ductive but in the distributive faculties of 
society. The State is gorged with wealth 
produced by all, but enjoyed by few. The 
people in this progressive State are not in 
any way better off than those of Iowa, 
where the increment of wealth during the 
same decade was only 2 per cent. The 
struggle for existence is even sharper 
there, notwithstanding the wonderful de- 
vices of civilization, which are supposed to 
lighten toil and make the lot of humanity 
easier and more agreeable. Prosperity 
and poverty seem to be complements of 
each other and the wealth of one involves 
the pauperism of many. 

A recent writer explains this curious 
phenomenon by attributing it to the lazi- 
ness of the unfortunate many. But he 
does not explain the actual increase of 
wealth. If the producers of wealth are 
lazy, why is the product increasing so rap- 
idly? The growing increment proves that 
the. producers are growing more intelli- 
gent and less lazy every year. Only liars 
and fools will use this argument, and only 
fools will swallow it. No sane man be- 
lieves that Mr. CARNEGIE and the other 
plutocrats have earned their great wealth. 
They have a_ better way. They ac- 
cumulated it. They have intercepted and 
appropriated the vociferous prosperity of 
the past few years, not because they had 
more energy or were less lazy than the 
striking rioters and grumbling -farmers, 
but because they were astute thinkers. 
They are not such fools as to waste their 
energy earning wealth when they can ac- 
cumulate it by act of Congress. 

The 30 per cent increment has gone into 
the pockets of the smug hypocrites who 
have enlisted the Government in a policy 
by which the community has been divided 
into two classes—those who produce 

wealth and those who get it. 
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SENATOR PLUMB’s refusal to crow over 
the Republican victory in Kansas and the 
dissolution of the Alliance as a party is 
another evidence of that gentleman’s 
cleverness. The Democracy holds the 
balance of power in the State, and the Al- 
liance might be revived by a coalition, 
The Senator does not care to meet INGALLS’ 
fate.

INSPIRED IN PEKIN. 


The Chinese Government Alone Respon- 
sible for Recent Riots. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—Advices fro§$ 
Shanghai say the North China News publishes 
along article fully discussing the recent 
riots, with their causes. It says in brief: 
The theory that the rebels are attempting to 
overthrow the Central Government by em- 
broiling it with foreign powers, although 
plausible at first, is now absolutely incredi- 
ble. 

Among other curious things we must be- 
eve, according to the story of rebellion, is 
that the Chinese Government is dealing with 
its enemies as no government did before. It 
cannot see them until actually pointed out 
by foreigners. Unless their names and 
addresses be given it cannot 
find them. When caught it 
will not punish them unless 
compelled and is always ready to encourage 
those who help and obstruct those who 
hinderthem. In short, the Government has 
gone mad. The officer cannot control his 
. soldiers, the Governors their officers, nor the 
Emperor his viceroys. Moreover, no rebel 
has yet even been seen by foreigners. Such 
rioters as foreigners have recognized were 
withcut exception the Emperor’s most loyal 
subjects and servants, soldiers and officials. 
No act of theirs has been directed against the 
Government. Foreigners alone have suffered. 
The truth is that the ‘Chinese of all classes 
hate the foreigner. A generation has passed 
since the last foreign war,and the Chinese 
now believe they can make China too hot for 
foreigners to live in. Allthe riots are in- 
spired deliberately by the impertal govern- 
ment for this purpose. Nothing can be 
gained by negotiations at Pekin. Unless the 
powers interfere with firmness the agitation 
will goon untilthe foreigners are cramped 
up in their concessions as tn the old days. 
Such is the case at Han Kow at present, and 
every mission station between there and 
Chung Kiang has been abandoned. The 
presence ofa Chinese fleet in the Yang-tse- 
Kiang may not be to protect foreigners 
from rioters, but to resist a possible attack 
by foreign fleets. The powers may dismiss 
the rebellion nightmare. No actof theirs 
will bring about any such calamity. As for 
war, that was declared practically by the 
Chinese five months ago, the only question is 
how soon the other side will be compelled to 
strike back. 

Another native paper says that all the 
leaders of the rioters who destroyed the 
churches and chapels at Kwang Teh Chow in 
Anhui ®@ave been arrested and have con- 
fessed, implicating a student. The magistrate 
refused to entertain this charge on the ground 
that the student was incapable of such an 
act and refused to confront him with his 
accusers, who had been sent to Wahu for 


trial. The student has followed them to clear 
his character.

MACKLIN MUST GO. 


He Cannot Hold a City Office and a 
School Board Directorship. 


IF THE BOARD DOES NOT OUST HIM THE 
COURTS ‘WILL. 


Director Fisse Determined to Have Mr. 
Mackiin “Demonstrate His Right to a 
Seat in the Board or Get Out-—The Law 
Is Clear— What Director Blair Will Do— 
A Legal Fight Possible. 


At the next meeting of the School Board, 
which takes place Dec. 8, there will be 
another attempt made tooust City Counselor 
and School Director William P. Macklin, who 
persists in holding both offices. The resolu- 
tion will, itis expected, come from Director 
Wm. £E. Fisse and it will contain 
convincing reasons why Macklin’s seat 
should be vacated and an eligible 
person elected in his stead, 
Macklin claims that his resignation 
as Assistant Counselor is on the Mayor’s 
desk, but nobody at the City Hall believes 
that his Honor will accept it and thus give 
the Council combine another office totie up 
in the committee room. Macklin holds that 
he has a rightlo hold his seat on the School 
Board, on the ground that nis resicnation 
as Assistant Counselor has been submitted. 
He is still performing the functions of 
the city office and is spending a 
good deal of his time bossing 
the School Board. Director Fisse will be 
backedup bya numberof the other mem- 
bers, butitis not certain that he will have 
enough to oust the ineligible and irrepressi- 
ble Macklin. 

VERY CLEAR LAW. 

In the charter of the School Board granted 
by the General Assembly of the State appears 
this provision: ‘‘No memberof the Board of 
Aldermen or of the Board of Delegates, or 
any person holding office underthe city 
of St, Louis, whether .elected or 
appointed shall be a member ofthe Board of 
School Directors of the city of St. Louls.’’ 
This act was approved Feb. 13, 1833, ana it 
is stillin force, having never been repealed. 
Why Macklinis permitted to defy the law in 
sucha manner isa mystery to most persons 
interested in School Board affairs. Lawyers 
agree that if the matter was taken into court 
Macklin would have nothing left to stand on, 
though he now laughs at the suggestion that 
there is even a probability of his removal. 
There is no lack of authorities to sustain 
Director Fisse in his contention that Macklin 
is usurping the functions of a public office 
he has no legal rightto hold. ‘‘McCrary on 
Elections,’’a standard text book, very clear- 
ly knocks out Macklin’s pretensions. Among 
other things it states: ‘‘Whether the in- 
cumbent of one office becomes disqualified by 
accepting another, depends upon the ques- 
tion whether the law forbids 
the holding of two offices by the 
same person, and if not, then 
upon the further question, whether the func- 
tions and duties of the two officers are in- 
compatible. If there is a statutory or constl- 
tutional provision prohibiting the same per- 
son from holding both offices at the same 
time, then of course the question of their in- 
compatibility does not necessarily arise; for 
in such a case the acceptance of the second 
is ipso facto, the abandonment and resi gna- 
tion of the first, though the duties of the two 
may be entirely conipatible.’’ 

The Missouri law does forbid the holding of 
the two offices at the same time and accord- 
ing to authorities Macklin by the very fact of 
accepting the Assistant City Counselorship, 
disqualified himself to act as School Director. 
Yet all the time since he has been permitted 
to participate in the board meetings and 
only Tuesday night playeda leading partin 
organizing that body. 

MAY GO INTO COURT. 

Director Fisse, having taken the initiative 
in the movement to oust Macklin, is, of 
course, ex ted to carry on the battle. He 
has not fully decided as yet upon the plan he 
wil! pursue further than to call the attention 
of the board to the law in the case and 
then ask for the removal of the ineligible 
member. Macklin expects this and expects 
allthe old members to stand with him in 
combating the Missouri statutes, School 
Board rules and the standard law and au- 
thoriti¢s. Macklin wants to stay in the 
board, and ‘‘de push’’ wants to keep 
him _—ithere. From a push _ standpoint 
laws may be suspended to suit exigencies and 
they reckon the Macklin case under this head. 
Ifthe board falistoact Mr. Fisse will, itis 
understood, take the matter into court and 
institute quo warranto oo pry or seek a 
writ of certiorari. This will get the matter 
into the courts anda decision will then be 
given as to Macklin’s right to sit in the board 
and hold a city position atone andthe same 
time. 


WILL TAKE THE BUILDING COMMITTEE. 

The question asto what chairmanship Vice- 
President Gist Blair will accept is settled. 
According to the custom which has pre- 
vailed ever since the establishment of the 
School Board, the Vice-President may 
select whateverr committee chairmanship 


A PoOST-DISPATCH reporter saw 
Mr. Blair this afternoon and asked him what 
he intended to take. 

He replied: ‘*The Chairmanship of the 
Building Committee.’’

‘*He has already done so, and stated that 
he wouid recognize the custom which has ex- 
isted for so many ears of permitting 
the Vice-President of the Board to take what-

One of the spaces fin 
the great exhibition hall would 
have been preferable from the promenader’s 
standpoint, although the enjoyment of the 
scene from a distance, while enjoying the 
luxury of an upholstered seat would have 
been lacking. Somebody is to 
be congratulated upon the excellent 
task in the arrangement and grouping of the 
plants and the idea of employing palms and 
ornamental firs in the dressingis a happy 
one. The exhibition of paims is in itself 
notable. Second only to the chrysanthemum 
show is that of rarest orchids,andit isto be 
credited that from yearto year this featur.

Lives Lost in the Storm on the English 
Coast. 


THE GALE STILL RAGING OVER 80UTH.- 
WESTERN IRELAND. 


, Reports Show That the Losses Are Wide- 


spread and Disastrous—Three Men 
Killed and Many Injured in a Wreck on 
the Illinois Central Road—The Japan 
Earthquake—Minor Mishaps. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—Though at midnight last 
night the great gale in England had subsided 
and the dark, heavy storm clouds had passed 
away to the northwestward, over the Ger- 
man Ocean, it seems that the storm is still 
prevailing In Southwestern Ireland. 

A dispatch received this morning from Skib- 
bereen, which lies forty miles southwest of 
Cork on the Ryter len, states that the gale 
is raging there with great fury. Many houses 
at Skibbereen and some at Aldacourt, the 
port .of Skibbereen, two miles below the 
town, have been greatly damaged. The gale 
now prevailing in that portion of Ireland fs 
believed to be the first of the storm which the 
weather indications last night showed was 
approaching the coast from the Atlantic. 
Echoes of yesterday’s stormare still heard. 
Dispatches continue to be received giving de- 
tails of the havoc wrought along the coast. 

From Ramsgate on the east coast of the Isle 
of Thanet, Kent, from which port many 
fisherman sail daily to pursue their 
perilous calling, comes the intelli- 
gence that some of the hardy _ resi- 
dents of that town have made their 
last cruise.. A fishing smack hafling from 
Ramsgate reached home this morning after a 
terrible experience. Four of her crew while 
assisting in hauling the smack in the worst of 
the gale were swept overboard by a gigantic 
comber, which came aboard the vessel, and 
were drowned. 

There is great excitement in Southport, at 
the mouth of the Ribble, onthe Irish Sea, 
Over the fate ofacrew of a life-boat, who 
Went out yesterday to attempt to save the 
crew ofavessel which was in distress off 
that place. 

The lifeboat was fully manned and the 
crew pulled pluckily off shore and were soon 
hidden by the tremendous seas. The crowd 
on shore waited and waited for the return of 
the crew but they did not come back. Upto 
this morning no Intelligence of them had 
been received and by many they have been 
given up as lost. Their families, hop- 
ing against hope, try tO console them- 
selves with the belief thatthe gallant life- 
savers unable to returnto Southport have 
effected a landing at some unfrequented part 
they will soon be 
heard from. There is hardly any doubt 
among those acquainted with the dangers of 
that part of the coast that the life-boat has 
foundered, and that every soul in her has 
found a watery grave. 


THE JACKSON (TENN.) WRECK. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—A dispatch from Jack- 
son, Tenn., regarding the Illinois Central 
wreck near Medina, says that tn addition to 
the trainmen killed and injured as named in 
last night’s dispatches, Crocker Scott of Jack- 


gon, a passenger, was fatally hurt, and John 
Martin was painfully injured. The other 
passengers escaped witha few bruises. The 
collision is conceded to have been caused by 
Engineer Hillsman of the train pulling out of 
Oakfield on passenger-train time by mistake. 
Staley of the passenger wanes from his en- 
gine and was not seriously injured. Both 
engines were reversed, but being on 
down grade the speed could not be materially 
checked. Both engines were thrown from 
The smoker was telescoped and 
the freight cars plled upon each other in 
one eae destruction. The passenger coaches 
and sleepers, with the exception of the smok- 
ag vel remained on the track.

A steam launch be- 
longing tothe warship had gone ashore on 
business connected with the ship, with 
orders toreturn. When the launch started 
ashore, the weather was not so bad as it 
soon grew to be. When the launch was 
ready toereturn, th wind was Diow- 
ing with great force and a heavy sea was 
running. Nothing daunted, however, and 
bound to obey orders, the petty officer in 
command of the launch gave orders to cast 
off and started for the ship. The 
little craft had not proceeded far, however, 
when she became unmanageable and rapidly 
drifted shoreward. She was thrown. upon 
the shore and five of her crew were drowned. 
The others managed to get through the 
breakers and reached the beach in safety. 


POWDER EXPLOSION. 

VALPARAISO, Ind., Nov. 12.—The village of 
Hobart was aroused yesterday by the ex- 
plosion of twenty tons of powder at Milier’s 
station, five miles distant. Several houses 
were totally wrecked, and thousands of panes 
of window glass were broken into the 
SMaliest bits. At Miller’s nothing was vis- 
ble of the powder plant, the buildings hav- 
ng been totally wrecked. Theloss entalled 
8 $75,000. Noone injured. 


A CYCLONE’S SWEEP. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 12.—A cyclone swept over 
Belgium yesterday. The wind blew from the 
southeast of France in the direction of En- 
gland ataterrible speed. Great damage has 
been done. Many trees were uprooted in the 
parks ofthiscity. Inthe Bois De Le Cambre 
several newspaper stalis collapsed. The 
roofs of the Cercle Artestique et Litteraire 
and of the Hotel Continental were blown of. 
Several street accidents occurred and four 
persons were severely injured. Reports from 
various points show that the gale has done 
considerable damage in the provinces. 


THE JAPAN EARTHQUAKE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 12.—The Japan 
Daily Heraid of Oct. 28 contains only meager 
details of the great earthquake in Japan 
which occurred on that date. Evidently the 


full extent of the damage done was not real- 
ized at Yokohama when this account was 
printed. The paper mentions the damage to 
the electric light plant andthe interruption 
of the telepraph service. The shock was so 
violent that smal) mantel-plece seismo- 
graphs were unequal to record it. The 
earthquake occurred shortly before] o’clock 
in the morning. The oscillations, being 
from East to West and North to South, were 
not preceded by any sudden shock, but were 
ap easy rocking motion. 


SPAIN AGAIN VISITED. 
MADRID, Nov. 12.—Heavy gales and ex- 
cessive rains are again prevalent throughout 
Spain and are once more causing an immense 


amount of damage. Sg gi mag communi- 
cation is interrupted on all sides, and further 
death and destruction from the fioods are an- 
ticipated. On the Northern and Western 
coasts the storm is especially severe. Several 
wrecks are reported, but no details can be 
obtained at present. < 


KILLED BY A TRAIN. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 12.—Louis D. 
Ludwig, supposed to be from St. Louis or 
Tipton, Mo., was cut in two Tuesday night at 
Wauhatchie, a few miles south of this city, 


by a freight train he was tryingto board. A 
man who missed the train was walking back 
to the station, when he found tne body. 


Want the Strip Opened. 


ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., Nov. 12.—A mass- 
meeting composed of people from this city 
and the surrounding country in a radius of 
fifty miles is being held here to-day. 


The object of it is to memorialize Con- 
gress and the President as to the 
justice of opening the Cherokee strip to set- 
tlementat once. Addresses were made by 
Hon. Bb. H. Glover, Hon. D. A. Harvey, Hor- 
ace Speed, Sid Clarke and others and a 
strong set of resolutions were passed.

WHY ENGLAND OPPOSED THE GOVERN- 
MENT OF BALMACEDA. 


Statement of a Lomdon Correspondent 
Whose Letters Were Suppressed—The 
Dead Dictator Was Not the Monster 
Pictured by the Insurgents—The Situ- 

ation EpitOmized. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—Mr. Maurice H. Hervey, 
who was sent to Chili by the London Times 
as its representative in the early days of the 
revolution, has just returned here from that 
country. But few of his letters ever ap- 
peared in the Times, for the reason that it 
was apparent he sided with Balmaceda, and 
that policy did not suit the paper. He gives 
some interesting facts about affairs in the 
Andean Republic. Speaking of the policy 
pursued by the British and American Govern- 
ments in relation to the revolution, Mr. Her- 
vey saidto-day: ‘‘England opposed Balma- 
ceda because his motto was ‘Chili for the Chii- 
ans.” That did not suit English capitalists. 
American interests hardly exist in Chili, but 
Mr. Egan thought he sawa chance of pro- 
moting such interests as there were. When 
eyery other government was against Balma- 
ceda Mr. Egan managed to get the American 
Government to back him. The understand- 
ing was that when Balmaceda won the game 
he was to give nitrate concessions to the 
Americans, to the exclusion of the English. 
Balmaceda assuredly did not intend to carry 
out these undertakings. It only suited his 
book to keep sweet with Mr. Egan. 

**I believe America means to push the quar- 
rel. Montt is an ultra Conservative, and the 
party is underthe influence of the priests. 
He was not elected by the National Conven- 
tion as ordained by arts. 64and 65 of the 
constitution, and it is out the question to 
suppose that the Liberal party will long toler- 
ate the rule of a President nominated by the 
Clericals and Conservatives. There will be 
plots and intrigues, and when the moment is 
ripe another revulution. 

‘*Chili has started late in the revolutionary 
business, but she bids fair, within the next 
few years, to eclipse the performance of her 
sister republics,’’ 

Speaking of the stories of cruelties prac- 
ticed by Balmaceda Mr. Herbert said: ‘‘All 
these sensational accounts are les,absolutely 
lies. I[sawthem being invented myself. I 
was in the office ofone of the leading news- 
papers in Buenos Ayres on my way out and I 
saw how it wasdone. One of the staff would 
say, ‘Shall we kill Balmaceda to day?’ An- 
other wouldreply, ‘Oh, no; let us only be- 
siege him.’ Then the remark would be made, 
‘We have had no floggings for a day or two. 
Let us have some fresh outrages.’ They had 
nonews and no meansof getting news, so 
they invented it, and these stories were 
gravely telegraphed abroad.’’ 

CHANGES IN THE MINISTRY. 
SIGNS OF INSTABILITY ALREADY APPEARING IN 
THE CHILIAN GOVERNMENT. 


VALPARAISO, Chill, Nov. 12.—Owing to the 
defeat of the Conservative candidate at yes- 
terday’s session of the Senate, Minister of the 
the Interior Irrarazavaland Minister of Ag- 
riculture Joaquin W. Martinez have re- 
signed. They state theiractionis irrevoca- 
ble. 

It is reported that Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Matta has also surrendered his port- 
folio. 

Other resignations from the present cab- 
inet of the Junta are likely to follow. The 
action of the ministers is causing a great deal 
of animated discussion. 

Senor Altamarano is now holding a consul- 
tation with President-elect Montt with a view 
toforminga new ministry, which will be 


cam posed of Liberals and Radicals, who are 
now joined together under the name of: Lib- 
erals, and who won such a victory at the last 
elections. 

Copies of American papers containing the 
story of Mr. William H.Grace’s connection 
with the shipment of arms to Balmaceda 
have just arrived here and created quitea 
ripple of excitement in Chili, as Mr. Eyre, 
the representative of Grace & Co.’s firm here 
is a staunch Britisher and has figured 
throughout the late war asa firm friend of 
the Junta, He has also made himself very 
prominent on account of his disparaging re- 
marks against the American people. 

Capt. Schley has wired the Navy Depart- 
ment of the United States relative to the con- 
cession of Judge of Crimes Foster to certain 
of Schley’s demands. Foster, in a letter to 
Capt. Schley a day ortwo ago, gave his con- 
sent to the “4 gang of an officer of the 
Baltimore and an interpreter at the inquiry 
while American sailors were testifying to the 
assaultuponthem. Foster explained fully in 
the letter facts relating to the Chilian legal 
proceedure In such cases. These data show 
that the Chilian secret inquiry bears a resem- 
blance to our Grand-jury system. Capt.

partment recommends that it agree tothe 
proposals of Judge Foster.

LUMBER IN ASHES. 


Conflagration in London’s 
Eastern Suburbs. 


Disastrous 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—A fire broke out at an 
early hour this morning in Bethnal Green, an 
eastern suburb of London, in the quarter oc- 
cupied by lumber yards, factories and a large 
number of tenements filled with poor famli- 
lies. The flames spread’with frightful rapid- 
ity, fed as they were with the immense 
quantity of highly inflammable materials 
stored in the vicinity of the spot where the 
fire originated. Thefire brigade responded 
promptly tothe alarm, but fora long time 
their efforts to subdue the flames were re- 
warded with poor success, and it appeared to 
the onlookers that a great portion of the 
business part of the district would be devas- 
tated. 

Adjacent to the houses burned were a large 
number of Qwellings filled with tenants, who 
were panic-stricken when they realized the 
dangerin which their houses were placed, 
Many persons in the destroyed dwellings 
made no attempt tosave their personal ef- 
fects, clothing or furniture, but fled, scantily 
clad, into the streets, considering themselves 
fortunate in escaping with their lives. Others 
made an attempt tosave some of their few 
belongings, but the roaring flames, the 
dense masses of smoke and the intense heat 
warned them to flee if they wished to escape 
a most horrible death. 

Some of the occupants of the burning build- 
ings were aged, infirm and decrepit, while 
others were confined to their beds through 
sickness. Inthe wild rush for life some of 
these were forgotten by those who should 
have been their protectors, and the duty of 
saving them devolved upon the members of 
the fire brigade. 

While working about the fire a number of 
firemen had a very narrow escape froma 
terrible death. They were engaged in fight- 
ing the flames froma point which was ren- 
dered extremely dangerous by the presence 
of a wall from which the supports bad been 
burned. Suddenly the high mass of brick’ 
and mortar bulged in the center and then fell 
outward. The firemen dropped hose, lad- 
ders, hooks and other implements of their 
profession and dashed for places of safety. 
All succeeded In getting beyond the falling 
wail save one poor unfortunate, who was 
buried beneath the tons of brick. 

Before the dust had cleared away his com- 
panions returned, and assisted by hundreds 
of volunteers from the crow’ began to clear 
away the wreck. They were S001 encouraged 
to make greater efforts by hearing groans 
issuing from the debris. In a short time they 
reached the buried fireman, who, still alive, 
though very seriously injured, was tenderly 
cree out of the ruins and conveyed to a hos- 
af After a long and severe battle, the firemen

Contractors Claim That Geo. D, Capen 
Is Hurting Them. 


W. R. ALLEN AND CLAUS VIETHS COM- 
PLAIN TO COMMISSIONER MURPHY. 


The Railway Manager Says They Are Act- 
ing in Bad Faith—Taxes and the Eight- 
Hour Bill—Mr. Skinker Tries to With- 
draw His Road From the Boulevard 
System, 


George D. Capen, the manager of the Lin- 
dell Railway, doesn’t bother himself with 
vexatious legislation when he wantsjanything 
from the city for the improvement of his 
road. Nor does he always waitfor a permit 
from the Mayor when he thinks prompt 
action necessary. Thetracks ofthe railway 
on Washington avenue, between Jefferson 
and Compton, have been sinking, 
and to keep them even with 
the Street Manager Capen seems to have 
thought it would be cheaper to lower the 
street than toraise therails. Sohe set men 
at work cutting down the wooden blocks 
which form the paving of the street from 
Jefferson avenue west, and upto this morn- 
ing the laborers had succeeded in establish- 
ing an understanding between the rails and 
the surface of the street for quite a distance. 

This is the story told by Contractor Claus 
Vieths, who had the flavor of his after break- 
fast cigar spoiled this morning as he walked 
along Washington avenue by the sight of 
Manager Capen’s laborers digging away at 
the paving the contractor had agreed with 
the city to keepin good order for ten years. 
He came down town anda told his partner, W. 
R. Allen, about the Capen cdepreda- 
tions, and they sent a letter to 
Street Commissioner M. J. Murphy asking 
him to make Manager Capen stop the work. 

Commissioner Murphy cailed in Capt. Thos. 
H. Macklind, the chief engineerof the Street 
Department, andthe engineer advised him 
to let the street railway and the contractors 
fightitout. ‘‘Ihaveordered Mr. Vieths to 
put the street in good condition,’’ he said, 
‘fand this letter, it jseems, is an attempt to 
throw the responsibility of its maintenance 
on the Street Department. If Mr. Capenis 
injuring the street Mr. Vieths cansue him 
for damages.’’ 

Supt. Geo, D. Baumhoff of the Lindell says 
that the letter of Allen & Vieths is mis- 
leading, as his men are not cutting down on 
the street. They are raising the track, on 
the contrary, by putting stone under 
the stringers. **In a few places 
where the wooden blocks project 
above the street too much,’’ said the Super- 
intendent. ‘‘I suppose the workmen take an 
adze and shave them off, but I don’t even 
know that this is true. Iam sure the street 
is not being hurt.’’ 

M anager Capen says plainly that the con- 
tractors are complaining with the object of 
escaping from the fulfillment of 
their contracts with the city. If 
the contractors could induce the 
Street ds og neg to assumethat Manager 
Capen had been altering and repairing the 
Street by ordering him to stop it, they could 
repudiate entirely their contract to maintein 
the street, under a recent decision of City 
Counsellor W. C. Marshall. 


Danger in the Eight Hour Bill. 

The eight hour bill now depends for its 
passage upon the attitude of City Counsellor 
W. C. Marshall towards it. Councilmen Nel- 
son Cole and William FP. Anderson of the 
Ways and Means Committee that has it have 
never filed the Dill, and they are doubtless 
verye well satisfied to make its 


passage hang on ai legal question 
instead of one of politics or 
socialism, The rest of the Councilmen, too, 
feel immensely relieved. ‘They will now 
escape the responsibility of deciding upon a 
measure which is, as a rule, supported by all 
the labor organizations and opposed, openly 
or secretly, by most of the city officials and 
the big contractors. 

The committee heard arguments on 
the bill yesterday. President George 
Burnet surprised everybody by 
refusing to take any positive stand when 
Chairman Cole questioned him. The bill has 
been before the Assembly for months and 
many people hbavetalked to President Bur- 
net about it, yet he declared that he had not 
given enaugh thought to it to justify him in 
saying whetheror not it would cost the city 
more to work under the eight-hour 
System than the ten hour plan.

Mr. Delaney said he had not, and Chairman 
Cole asked Delegate James P. Eagan, who, 
with Delegate W. H. O’Brien, hada addressed 
the committee on the Dill. 

‘*'The ordinance as to the lowest bidder 
could be amended,’’ suggested the delegate. 

‘*It’sacharter provision,’’ said Commis-

Would the Electric Lines Have to Shut O# 
Operations? 

A question of interest to street railway 

patrons is how are the electric roads going to 

stand the winter storms. Since the bulld- 


ing of electric roads in St. Louis 
there have been no storms of 
an consequence owing to the recent 
mild winters. There is not much to be feared 
by electric roads, it is generally conceded, 
from any kind ofstorms excepting sleet, or 
more properly rain falling whenthe atmos- 
here is below freezing. The water then 
reezes as it falls and forms a 
coat of ice on anything exposed, 
The destruction to telegraph, telephone and 
electric wires during the last storm of the 
kind which visited St. Louis is remembered 
as alsothe many accidents which occurred 
by animals and human beings coming tn con- 
tact with live electric wires which 
were broken down by the storms. 
That the management of the electric street 
railway lines have taken all possible precau- 
tions to protect their roads and the public in 
this respect was to be expected and the fact@ 
go to show that they have reason to feel 
that unless unusual storms occur the roads 
will stand the tests. 
Mr. Geo. D. Capen, President of the Lindell 
Railway Co., speaking to a Post-DisraTca 
reporter on the subject, said: ‘I never 
meet trouble. Of course storms effect every- 
+} thing. It affects all kinds of business more or 
less. I don’t expect, however, any trouble 
on our roads. Our trolley wires are made of 
phosphor bronze. Then the trolley raises up 
the wire four or five inches as it goes along. 
This breaks the ice on the wire and causes it 
to fall off. That was the experience in 
Omaba.

: : Yerrible Punishment Inflicted on an 
: Outcast of the Fields. 


AN ACT OF WHICH GLEN GARDNER, NY. J., 
Is NOW ASHAMED. 


How the Villagers in Their Wrath Tarred 
g@nd@ Feathered Half-Witted Julia Beam 
~The Way the Inhuman Work Was 
Done—Arrests and Prosecutions Will 
Follow. - 


GLEN GARDNER, N. J., Nov. 12,—In the mea- 
ger accounts of the outrage perpetrated near 
this village a few days ago which have been 
gent out but half the story has been told. 

Julia Melville, or Beam, as the people call 
her, was perhaps all that she has been 
painted. But ina little town like this, where 
every man knows the moral status of his 
neighbor, there was no need to proclaim her 
nfamy. She was brought up in ignorance at 
Califon, three miles from here, and after her 
marriage to Melville Waters she fell from the 
path of rectitude and went rapidly down the 


hill to misery. 
After she left her husband or her husband 


deserted her—opinions differasto who first 
desired the separation—she went into the 
woods to live the lifeofatramp. She was 
not, according to those who knew her, a bad 
woman, but she was ignorant and uneducated 
and nobody tried tohelp her. She lived .alil 
last summer in the fields and woods about 
Glen Gardner and sometimes she made her 
home in the box-cars onthe railroad. Some- 
times she lived in an old stone house on the 
hill overlooking the village, and lately her 
bed and thatch were a corn shock in the fleld 
back of Hammond’s Hotel.; Her sister Hattie, 
17 years old, had joined her in the cornfield 
two or three weeks before the tarring and 
feathering. There atnight they held orgies 
with the village boys and lads from the sur- 
rounding hamlets, almost within earshot of 
some of the most respectable men in the 


village. 
THE OUTRAGE. 

It wasinthaf field that the outrage that 
Glen Gardner is blushing about now was 
committed. Just who conceived the tarring 
and feathering scheme nobody will ever 
know now, perhaps. Anyhow, one dark 
night ten men met atthe hotel and planned 
the assault. John T. Banghart and Austin 
Lisk were the acknowledged leaders of the 
regulators. Banghart had brought with him 
@ pail of liquid tar, and Lisk carried 
on his arm ae small bag of fine 
chicken feathers. There were ten in 
the party when it started up the hill, but 
the news of the object of the expedition had 
spread through the village anda score of men 
and boys joined the ringleaders or hung upon 
the rear of the party asit passed into the 
cornfield. There wasno moon that night, 
but the lanterns lighted the way, and there 
Was no noise except the click of the ladle 
against the sidesof the tar-kettle as one of 
the boys stirred it tokeep it from growing 
solid. 

‘*Julia and her sister Hattie lay asleep 
among the cornstalks,’’ said Harry Seigfreid, 
one ofthe young men who was there, and 
who gave many ofthe detalls of this story 
*‘‘and none of the men wore masks an 
nobody seemed to be afraid.’’ 

There were two boys alsoasleep in the corn 
one of them Edward Lisk, a son of one o 
the leaders of the regulators. The men 
formed a circle about the shock of corn, and 
ata given signal shouted in chorus to 
awaken thesleepers. After this, according 
to young Seigfried and other witnesses, the 
men rushed forward and seizing the two 
women and the two boys they dragged them 
out u the softearth. No outrage was at- 
t upon either the boys or Hattie, the 
on oy sister, but four or five men seized 

ulia and carried her, struggling and scream- 
ing. back to where the kettle of tar had been 
left. 


FOUGHT LIKE A TIGRESS. 

She was white with terror and scarcely a 
word was spoken by anybody, but the wom- 
an’s screams echoed along the tain 
that towered overhead, bringt other men 
tothe scene. The woman freed herself once 
but a dozen stout hands seized and huried 
her upon the ground by the _ = side 

tar keitle. Then some idea 
intention flashed upon her 
and she screamed and 
struggled like a tigress to free herself. It 
must have b@ena strange scene that night, 
and no wonder Glen Gardner is not proud of 
it. There were ten strong men, at least, 
holding one terrified woman—no, not holding 
her; they were squeezing and choking, twist- 
ing her arms and legs. Each man’s face 
was fierce and each man’s face pitiless. 
Her clothes were not taken off. The main 
reason for thatis thatshe struggled socon 
tinually that it was impossible to unclothe 
her. In the struggie her dress was torn from 
the waist down. Four men held her head 
and feetand the tar was poured over her 
body below the waist. Shelay there like a 
wild beast broughtto bay. Itdid not occur 
toany ofthe men that their victim was a 
woman. When the tar had been liberally 
smeared on her the feathers were sprinkled 
on. The tar by this time had grown cold and 
did not possess much adhesiveness, so that 
the feathering was a failure,but that was not 
the fault of the regulators. 

Having completed their work and released 
the frightened woman, the men with flerce 
threats, grove Julia and her sister from the 
field, and warned them never to come again 
in the village. Then they turned back to 
their homes. 

Glem Gardner has now awoke to the enor- 
mity of the crime some of its citizens have 
been guilty of, and arrests and prosecutions 
will follow, and the trials of the parties im-

ies Not Liable for Damages for 
Neglect. 


JECISION OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 
MADE AT SPRINGFIELD. 


yunties in Illinois Not Liable in Damages 
for Personal Injuries Sustained by 
Citizens Through Neglect of Cfticers— 
An Important Decision Delivered by 
Judge Fouke in Sangamon County. 


SPRINGFIELD, l., Nov. 12.—A decision ren- 
dered inthe Sangamon County Circuit is of 
particular interest to all Illinoisans. Asis 
well-known suits against counties for neglect 
to properly care for roads and public prop- 
erty, by which neglect citizens have 
suffered personal injuries, have been 
common and many are now pending, 
but as yet no clear decisionin regard tothe 
liability of counties for such neglect has 
been pronounced. This point is now cov- 
ered. 

In the case of Silas F. Stanley, a furniture 
factory employe,’ who sued Sangamon County 
for $5,000 damages by reason of a broken leg 
resulting from a fall intothe areaway around 
the Court-hoi eone nightin July while lis- 
tening to aco, tert given by the Second Regi- 
ment Band of Chicago, there being no railing 
to guard the areaway, Judge Fouke, in the 
Sangamon Circuit Court, sustained the d- 
murrer of the defendant that there was no 
statute holding the county Hable in such 
cases. NO appeal will betaken, as the 
counsel for the defense now acknowledge 
the correctness of Judge Fouke’s decision. 

While this decision is not absolutely con- 
clusive, as the case was not carried to the 
court of last resort, it will have the effect of 
preventing a number of similar ones from 
being brought. The county officers were 
anxious to have the case carried up, as they 
are conficent that the interpretation of the 
law as held by Judge Fouke is the correct 
one, and its final aecision would shut off 
much vexatious and expensive litigation. 


SPRINGFIELD JOTTINGS. 


Items of Interest Gathered in the State 
Capital. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il., Nov. i12.—Adjt.-Gen. Reece 
issued the following orders: 

No. 18. Hereafter, and until further orders, of- 
ficers and enlisted men in the State military seryice 
who are members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
or Sons of Veterans will be permitted to choose 
which organization they desireto parade witb on 


Decoration Day, whenever the National Guard and 
these organizations turn out together on that day. 

No. Hereafter, and until further ‘orders, no 
property will be transferred from one officer to an- 
other or shipped to the State arsenal, until authority 
from the Quartermaster-General has first been ob- 
tained. Applications for authority to transfer or ship 
property must be accompanied by a detailed state- 
ment setting forth the necessity forsuch transfer or 
shipment, and give the condition ofthe property to 
be tmusferred or shipped. 

No. 15. The*new system of drill regulations pre- 
pared by a board of officers of the United States 
Army, having been approved by the President of the 
United States, and published for the information and 
governmentofthe army and for the observance of 
the militia of the United states, the same is hereby 
adopted forthe government and observance of the 
Illinois National Guard, and no exercises, drillor 
maneuvers other than those embraced in this system 
will be used or emploved in the instruction of the 
officers and enlisted men in the¢ military service of 
this State. This order will go into effect at once, 
but in such organizations where the new drill regu- 
lations have not yet heen procured it will gointo 
effect whenever the new system is issued by the 


State.

Pastor George’s Admission in His Trial 
for Killing Lotta Townsend. 

CATSKILL, N. Y., Nov. 12.—The theory of 
the defense in the case of Parson George, on 
trial for killing Lotta Townsend, is mental 
irresponsibility for hisacts. This was clearly 
outlined by Attorney Fien in his ad- 
dress to the jury. Im George’s ex- 
amination, too, he was asked 


to tell the story of his life, recounting his 
uncontrollable impulse to steal trifies and to 
do other things totally at variance with his 
sacred calling. In Brooklyn, he said, he 
Stole a cake of soap with a man’s face—a 
funny face—carved onit.

He stole 
lap robes, and not only stole them, but 
sent them home to his relationsin Maine. 
In describing these acts George said: ‘‘When 
the impulse ison meif I knew I would lose my 
right arm I would do it. I couldn’t help it. 
I couldn’t help it.’’ 

There has been a deal of expert testimony 
introduced in support of the theory of the 
defense. Among the witnesses in this behalf 
yesterday was Dr. David Webster, the weill- 
known occulist who demonstrated the rela- 
tion between George’s defective eyesight and 
his mental condition. 

There ts little speculation as to the jury’s 
conclusions. George has virtually confessed 
his guilt, and the only question apparently 
for the twelve men to determine Is his respon.

The Association the Upper Dog in the 
Fight, 


NUMEROUS STARS WHO HAVE DESERTED 
THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Comiskey on His Cincinnati Team—The 
National League Gives Out Meager In- 
formation ; Concerning Its Meeting— 
Racing on Several Tracks—The Ring 
and Sporting News of All Kinds. 


The National League and American Asso- 
ciation have been at loggerheads for the 
past eight months, but until the past two 
months, have not trampled on each other’s 
toes to any alarming extent. When the 
peace conference, which was the result of 
the efforts of the moneyed men in bothor- 
ganizations, who have been bearing the 
expense of the fight, failed in its object, the 
scramble for players commenced, Men have 
been offered fabulous salaries to desert 
their clubs. In the scramble 
the Association has, so far, 
had far the best of the League. 
They have established an opposition team 
tothe Chicago League Olub which, unless 
forecasts are wrong, will make serious in- 
roads on the finances of Spalding’s organiza- 
tion. They are also on the eve of establish- 
inga formidable opposition aggregation to 
the New York League team, which at present 
is in bad odor withthe Gotham cranks, who 
do not relish the idea ofthe management 
having such great players and strong favor- 
ites as Rusie, Buekley, Richardson,Connor and 
Glasscock goelsewhere whena matter ofa 
few hundred dollars, which they rightly de- 
served, would have keptthem in Gotham. 

Ex-Manager Mutrie of the Giants will 
pilotthe new team, and ashe is a great 
local favorite with both the cranks 
and sporting writers of New York City his 
chances of making money there with _aclub 
are considered very bright. That Mutrie is 
after a first-class team is not tobe doubted. 
While the opposition is signing cast off play- 
ers such as Lehane, Rielly, Westervelt, Sull- 
ivan and the like whom the management will 
ask 50 cents fo see play ball. Mutrie has been 
wiring such players asthat great batsman, 
Big Dan Brouthers and Billy Joyce for their 
terms. These are the kind of men the Asso- 
Ciation team will be madeup ofifthey can 
possibly be securedand they will play ball 
for a 25 cent tariff. The 
New York League’s 50 cent team, 
like Clancy, willnot be init fromthe start. 
Then againthe League magnates made big 
claims-about how they were going to wreck. 
their younger, but more prosperous rival, by 
stealing its valuable and popular players. 
The National League has taken from the As- 
sociation Comiskey, Stivetts, McCarthy and 
Hallman and may get O'Neil, Boyle, 
Brouthers and Joyce. These 
are the only men worth mention- 
ing whom they have or can secure. 
The Association on the other hand has almost 
disbanded the New York and Chicago, the 
two crack League teams. They opened fire 
on the former team and after the smoke 
cleared away it was found that nearly half of 
Capt. Anson’s team had deserted him. His 
chief lieutenant, Pfeffer,was in command ofa 
formidable opposition which was admirably 
entrenched, and Kittredge, Dahlin, Gumbert 
and Wilmot, all valuable followers,had given 
Anson the ‘‘dinkie dink.’’ It is said that 
Hutchinson willalsodoso. At Fort. New York 
the destruction was still greater. Capt. 
Richardson deserted, andthe greatest war- 
‘rior the Gotham Giants had in its ranks, 
Amos Rusie, also went bag and baggage over 
to the enemy. Glasscock, Buckley, 
Connor and Whistler deserted, and that 
famous veteran ‘‘Orator’’ O’Rourke refused 
to enlist and contented himself by remaining 
neutral, remarking that he would jointhe 
winning side. Every man who deserted from 
Chicagoand New York wasacrack player 
and only the weak squaws are left to defen 
the Manhattan Wigwam. Gleason and Esper, 
the Phillies’ pitchers, and the famous Hamil- 
ton, the premier batsman and base runner of 
the National League, have deserted the 

uaker banner. Boston is the only point 
that held its own against the Association 
forces. Pittsburg, Cincinnati and Cleveland 
were not considered worth the ammunition 
that would have to be expended in capturing 
their men, though a few of them may yet be 
secured, but only the cream will be taken. 
Wherever the Association has gone gunning 
it has been successful in securing game and 
lots of it. Itis decidedly the upper dog in 
the fight at the present time.

Capt. Comiskey, in an interview with a 
Cincinnati base ball writer, expresses the 
greatest confidence in his ability to select a 
pennant-winning aggregation out of the ma-

when his former coadjutor, now Archbishop 
Ryan,was sentto Philadelphia. The Hierar- 
chy feel, however, that no matter how will- 
ing the venerable prelate may beto perform 
the arduous dutiesofhis diocese, it is too 
much to expect from one of his advanced 
age. They are determined to override his 
wishes in the matter, andthe appointment 
of a coadjutor is a certainty. The interesting 
question now arisesasto whowill be the 
probable appointment. It seems nat- 
ural that the mantle would fall 
on some of the city’s prominent 
pastors, but those who are well informed say 
that for various reasons this will not be the 
case. Amongthe many prominent ecclesi, 
astics, whose names have frequently bee 
mentioned in connection with Episcopal hon- 
ors, are the Very Rev. .
